Negotiations Impossible 
While Act Remains, 
Organ Declares. 


ANTIRELIGIOUS RULES 
BLAMED FOR TROUBLE 


Falsifying of eiiniiiea Is 
_Assailed; Church Relies 
on Arm of Prayer. 


Rome, Aug. 10 (By A. P.).-—~In 
hehalf of the Holy See, The Vatican 
organ, Osservatore Romano today 
said that so long as the Mexican 
government's ‘‘persecutive religious 
law remains in effect no negotia- 
tions are possible between the civil 
and ecclesiastical authorities.”’ 

“From the Holy: Father to the 
last faithful” {t adds, ‘!the entire 
Catholic Church will trust to the in- 
visible arm of prayer as all its force 
and all its hope.”’ 

The Vatican newspaper devotes a 
three-column article in this eve- 
ning’s edition to analyzing Mexico’s 
religious law and points out to the 
Mexican foreign minister ‘‘the true 
cause of the present disturbance.” 

“This cause,’’ it says, “lies en- 
tirely in the government’s antire- 
ligious action, culminating in the 
law which was put into.effect on 
July 31.’’ / 


Blames the Government. 


After describing the article of 
this law the newspaper continues: 

“If religious activities are sus- 
pended, whose fault is it? The 
government with a stroke of the pen 
decreed violent and immediate sup- 
pression, as far as possible, of Mex- 
ico’s ecclesiastical life. If this was 
President Calles’ intention he might 
have saved himself the trouble of 
compiling the articles of the law, 
by limiting himself to repeating the 
ancient order of the persecutors of 
the Christians—it is unlawful for 
you to exist.” Had he done this he 
would have been more sincere. 

“It was not necessary to formu- 
late the tyrannical impositions of 
Cicero who, although a pagan, was 
a man of good sense, and who said 
that a law is not a law if it is not 
just. But, President Calles’ law is 
tyrannical and its application has 
been Neronian.’’

Versailles, France, Aug. 1Q (By 
A. P.).—Amid the most tumul- 
tuous scenes ever witnessed in the 
national assembly, that body, made 
up of the chamber of deputies and 
the senate in joint session, late this 
evening, endowed France with a 
sinking fund having a sound con- 
stitutional basis.’ 

This sinking fund had to be in- 
corporated into the organic law of 
the land and therefore the vote of 
the national assembly was neces- 
sary. The fund will be used to ef- 
fect amortization of the country’s 
floating debt, and is one of the 
schemes with which the govern- 
ment hopes to relieve the tangled 
financial situation. 

The triumph of the Poincare gov- 
ernment by a vote of 671 to 144, 
came after several suspensions of 
the assembly because of the ob- 
streperous tactics of the commun. 
ists. At one time there were fist 
fights between the extreme right 
and extreme left members. The 
one-armed Gen. Pelletier, acting as 


e|sergeant-at-arms, mounted the ros- 


trum to drag down the communist 
deputy, Doriot, while communists 
sang the “Internationale.’’ 

After Deputy Doriot’s expulsion 
and the subsequent resumption of 
the sitting, the communists banged 
the desks and shouted insulting re- 
marks to M. de Selves, president 
of the national assembly. Thanks 
to the vociferous applause of the 
noncommunist members, M. de 
Selves finally succeeded in having 
the government's sinking - fund 
measure voted upon.

Paul Smiths, N. Y., Aug. 10.— 
Efforts of Catholics to obtain action 
from the adminfstration on the 
Mexican situation and the open let- 
ter from former Premier Clemen- 
ceau to President Coolidge de- 
nouncing the French war debt 
terms are reflected here by indica- 
tions of a more aggressive general 
forgigzn policy. 

While President Coolidge has in- 
sisted that the agreements reached 
by the debt funding commission 
shall stand, and all matters relating 
to the Mexican controversy should 
go through the regular diplomatic 
channels in the State Department, 
it is understood that these two 
problems are of considerable con- 
cern at the summer White House 
and will be discussed by the Presi- 
dent and his cabinet soon. 

At the biweekly conference to- 
day with the newspaper. corre- 
spondents the spokesman for the 
President again clearly defined the 
administration’s policy in regard 
to these matters. It was indicated 
that the President would not reply 
personally to the Clemenceau let- 
ter, but the report gained ground 
that it would not be passed over 
entirely and a reply would be forth- 
coming from some source at Wash- 
ington. 

Herbert Hoover, Secretary of 
Commerce, will visit the President 
the latter part of this week. Mr. 
Hoover was a member of the debt 
funding commission, and it is likely 
that the controversy started by the 
Clemenceau attack will be dis- 
cussed and ‘definite action deter- 
mined if any is to betaken. 

There is a disposition in admin- 
istration circles to discount M. 
Clemenceau's outburst as a personal 
effort on his part to get back into 
the political arena of his country, 
rather than a reflection of the pre- 
vailing sentiment of the French 
people. It is recognized, however, 
by the President’s advisers that the 
letter, coming on top of recent out- 
breaks in France against Ameri- 
cans, has stirred up a political hor- 
nets’ nest both here and abroad. 

It was denied that there had been 
any direct communication between 
President Coolidge and President 
Calles of Mexico in regard to the 
situation in that border couutry. It 
was said that notes had been sent 
here by the State Department from 
time to time dealing chiefly with 
the land and oil questions and 
American interests in Mexico.

“It is more important, I believe, 
to maintain a relative indifference 
toward outward laws than attempt 
to be mechanically correct.

I lean more and more 
to the conclusion that the law as 
it is practiced today is a wolf in 
sheep’s clothing. This opinion is 
strengthened by recent experience 
with two respectable gentlemen of 
the law. * 


Swears to Infidelity. 


“Perhaps some day you will real- 
ize that I have cared for you not 
less than you expected but more 
than you had hoped: that while our 
old life had died perhaps through 
neglect, a much greater life has 
been born through sorrow and de- 
votion—perhaps.”’ 

Scot testified that he lived with

Judgé Campbell, although he 
granted unconditionally tthe uncon- 
tested petition, secured an agree- 
ment from Mrs. Garland and her 
counsel that Charles Garland would 
be -permitted a reasonable oppor- 
tunity to see their children. 

Charles Garland first came into 
promineuce in 1920, when he re- 
fused a legacy of $800,000. Two 
years later, after his brothers, 
Hamilton and’ James, had taken 
their share of the estate, he 
changed his mind, and with the for- 
tune endowed “The American Fund 
for Public Service, Inc.” 

Fortune continued to shower 
Garland with her gifts. His father 
left him a third interest in $1,000,- 
000 trust fund in 1923, and the fol- 
lowing year his grandmother be- 
queathed him a relatively smali 
sum, which he declined. 

A reconciliation with his wife 
was short-lived. She returned’ to 
her parents in Dedham. Garland 
next appeared in Pennsylvania, 
where he sought to incorporate the 
“April Farm” colony. He failed 
and was arrested for his relations 
with Mfss Hovey.. On April 15 
last he was sentenced to Allentown, 
Pa., jail for 60 days.

BANDITS SLAY EN 
IN ROBBERY OF BANKS 


More Than $6, 000 Taken in 
Raids on Tennessee 
Institutions.

BAND ESCAPES be AUTO 
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Nashville, Fenn., Aug. 10 (By A. 
P.).—Two daylight raids or branch 
banks *sby a band of seven bandits 
netted them $6,178, resulted in 
the death of George Parker, 19, 
bookkeeper, and serious wounding 
of Frank Gabler, fruit dealer. 

The first robbery was staged at 
the First and Woodlawn branch of 
the Fourth and First Bank and 
Trust Co., where seven men COv- 
ered H. N. O’Callaghan and G. Y. 
Steele, manager of the bank, while 
they gathered up allthe currency in 
sight, $2,450, then calmly walked 
to their machine and drove away. 

The band apparently went di- 
rectly to the Ninth and Monroe 
branch of the same bank. Five

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men entered and covered employes 
and customers, taking $3,728 in 


currency. When the bandits left 
the bank, Parker and other em- 
ployes followed them into the street 
and in an exchange of shots Parker 
was killed and Garber wounded. 

The Fourth and First National 
banks offered a reward of “$1,000 
dead or $500 alive’’ for the capture 
of any one of the bands responsible 
for the death of George Parker. 
This reward was supplemented by 
an offer of ‘81,000 dead or alive”’ 
of any one of the men responsible 
for the slaying by the Tennessee 
State Bankers’ association. 

M. L.. Stevens, manager of the 
Ninth and Monroe branch bank, de- 
clared that there were two em- 
ployes in the bank when the rob- 
bers entered and covered them with 
pistols. One of.the number gath- 
ered up all the currency in sight. 

‘‘He spent five minutes gathering 
up the money,” said Stephens, 
“then they went out west on Mon- 
roe street in a small touring ‘car. 
I grabbed a pistol and ran outside, 
followed by Parker. I began shoot- 
ing as they drove away. The rob- 
bers returned a.heavy fire, mortally 
wounding Parker.- He was carried 
into the bank, where we saw he 
was seriously wounded. Parker 
Was carried to a hospital and died 
on the way.”’

Birmingham, Ala., Aug. 10 (By 
A. P.).—Returns from 237 of 1,- 
800 precincts which were declared 
by neutral political observers to 
represent with some degree of ac- 
curacy the total vote in today’s 
Democratic primary, gave Hugo L. 
Black, candidate for United States 
senator, a commanding lead over 
four opponents. 


What Returns Show. 


In the race for governor, Bibb 
Graves was leading by a small ma- 
jority the field. The returns give: 

Senate—-Bankhead, 3,290; Black, 
5,031: Kilby, 2,265; Mayfield, 2,- 
295; Musgrove, 1,708. 

Governor — Carmichael, 
Graves, 5,314; McDowell, 
Patterson, 3.723. 

Both Black and Graves are be- 
lieved by political observers to 
have polled the majority of the 
klan votes in the State. Black had 
the indorsement of the Alabama 
klan in his race for Underwood’s 
seat while L. B. Musgrove was in- 
dorsed by the national klan. Many 
expressed belief that Black’s vote 
is the repudiation of the national 
organization by the Alabama klan. 


Heavy Vote Polled. 


Indication from all sections of 
the State tonight pointed to a rec- 
ord vote being polled in today’s 
Democratic primary to nominate a 
successor for United States Senator 
Oscar W. Underwood and to nom- 
inate a governor, four representa- 
tives in Congress and county offi- 
cers. 

Polling places throughout the 
State were heavily  thronged 
throughout the day and nearly in 
all instances more women than at 
any previous primary cast their bal- 
lots. 

Due to the number of ballots cast 
and the length of many county 
tickets it was expected to be longer 
than usual before complete returns 
are in. 

Graves during the last days of the 
campaign had severely scored the 
“big papers” of the State, charging 
that they were in league with Gov.

Governor Adam McMullen, seek- 
ing the Republican gubernatorial 
nomination to oppose Charles W. 
Bryan, Democrat, in the fall elec- 
tion, led his two opponents, Fred 
Johnson, Hastings, attorney, and 
Robert G. Ross, Lexington. Re- 
turns from 221 precincts out of 1,- 
968 gave: 

McMullen, 16,090; 
§92; Ross, 1,679. 

Representative M. O. McLaugh- 
lin, of York, faced a hard fight for 
the Republican. nomination in the 
Fourth district, against Frank Edg- 
erton, Aurora attorney. 

Six precincts out of 234 
district gave McLaughlin 
Edgerton, 318. 

Representative Willis G. Sears 
was leading his closest opponent, 
W. F. Gurley, Omaha, for the Re- 
publican nomination in the Second 
district. 

The other contestants, Nathan 
Bernstein, Omaha, @nd U. 8. Renne, 
DeSoto, were far behind. Repre- 
sentative A. C. Spallenberger, of 
Alma, seeking the Democratic nom- 
ination in the Fifth district against 
J. Bute, jr., wounded former serv- 
ice man, who is running on a “‘sop- 
Peng wet” platform, took a wide 
lead with the first returns, getting 
356 votes against only 42 for Bute.

FAVORED BY DEMOCRATS 


Poll of National Committee 
Shows Majority Also 
Against Unit Plan. 


——— 


THIRD Or sta he SILENT 


A poll of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee shows that a 
majority of that body favors aboli- 
tion of the.two-thirds rule and unit 
rule and adoption of the majority 
rule in Democratic National con- 
ventions. Information to that 


effect was yesterday given to mem- 
bers of the committee by Herr- 
Herring, national committeeman 
from Iowa, who for sometime has 
been engaged in polling members 
of the committee on this matter. 

The information given to mem- 
bers of the committee by Mr. Herr- 
ing is that about one-third of the 
committee are non-committal but 
more than a majority are strongly 
in favor of majority rule. 

No predictions were made at the 
headquarters of the Democratic Na- 
tional committee as to what course 
is likely to be taken on the two- 
thirds rule. Nothing will be done 
about it through the present cam- 
paign and the indications now are 
that the committee itself will do 
nothing about it, but will leave the 
question to the convention. 

It is pointed out by some mem- 
bers of the committee in their re- 
plies to Mr. Herring that the na- 
tional committee has no power to 
change the method of nomination, 
but that the convention itself must 
decide. That the question will be 
raised in the convention is dis- 
closed, as some committeemen plan 
to raise it. 

The nomination of Gov. Al Smith 
of New York as the candidate of 
his party for President is involved 
with the question of abolition of 
the two-thirds rule.

5 Firemen meee in Flames 
That Sweep Warehouse, 
Tanks and Tank Cars.

BIG AREA IS SHAKEN 


Baltimore, Md., Aug. 10 (By A. 
P.).— A huge pall of dense black 
smoke hung over South Baltimore 
tonight as fire slowly consumed 
500,000 gallons of gasoline and lu- 
bricating oil stored in tanks, tank 
cars, and the warehouse of the 
American Oil Co. on Hanover street. 
Five firemen were seriously burned 
when they were caught in a series 
of explosions that shook that section 
of the city shortly after the fire 


broke out. Many more were over- 
come by smoke. 

Over an area of a full city block 
fiames shot hundreds of feet into the 
air and presented a spectacle that 
drew 100,000 persons to the scene. 
Firemen were helpless in their ef- 
forts to fight the flames and could 
do no more than curtain the area 
with a wall of water. Inside eight 
tanks of gasoline and_ kerosene, 
ranging in capacity between 30,000 
and 40,000 gallons, six tank cars of 
gasoline, and the company ware- 
house filled with drums of lubricat- | 
ing oil burned themselves out. The 
fire will burn for several days, fire- 
men believe. 

Firemen were able to prevent the 
spread of flames to nearby houses, 
although several were badly dam- 
aged by water and heat. The plants 
of the Standard Oil Co. and the Con- 
solidated Gas Co. nearby, were said 
to be out of danger. Due to the ex- 
treme heat, firemen could not ap- 
proach within several hundred feet 
of the area.

BROKEN DAM SWEEPS 
WAREHOUSE INTO RIVER 


Salisbury Harbor Is Wrecked 
as Water Washes Bulk- 
heads Away. 


POWER PLANT CRIPPLED 


Salisbury, Md., Aug. 10.—Salis- 
bury harbor was wrecked and a 
two-story concrete warehouse wash- 
ed into the channel early this morn- 
ing when a concrete dam impound- 
ing water in the thousand-acre 
Johnson pond  ~broke, throwing 
thousands of tons of water into the 
head of the Wicomico river. 

A 100-foot aperture was slashed 
through the dam and bulkheads, 
wharves and hundreds of tons of 
debris were washed into the chan- 
nel most used for navigation. 

Although the dam forms a part 
of a highway, traffic was stopped 
before any One was injured: and the 
loss is purely in property. 

The night watchman at the elec- 
tric light plant was attracted by the 
roar of water. He saw the dam 
crumbling beneath the weight of 
water behind it. 

He gave the alarm just before the 
electric plant, operated by water 
from the dam, was put out of com- 
mission. 

The wall of water swept through 
the gully leading to the river with 
incredible force, taking the con- 
crete warehouse with it and drop- 
ping it into 30 feet of water. 

Bulkheads, wharves and other 
structures went out with the water, 
leaving the waterfront stripped. 

The pond was left practically dry, 
with hundreds of bushels of fish dy- 
ing in the mud. 
| Just north of the pond is the 700- 
foot span of piling over which the 
main tracks of the Baltimore, Ches- 
apeake & Atlantic railroad passes. 

A preliminary survey of this span 
failed to reveal any damage, and 
trains are running over it.

Four modern vikings entered Bos- 
ton harbor tonight in a tiny ship 
modeled after that in which Leif 
Erickson of old, crossed the rough 
Atlantic. In tow of a coast guard 
cutter, the viking ship Leif Erick- 
son, Bergen to Philadelphia, was 
brought up to the army base in 
South Boston to take on water and 
supplies. The cutter had found the 
vessel becalmed early today 60 
miles southeast of Cape Ann. 

Capt. Gerhard Folgero, playing 
the role created by Erickson 900 
vears ago, said he and his crew of 
three men and a dog had been in 
no distress, but had accepted the 
tow offered by the cutter Red Wing 
because water and food had run 
short. All were well, comfortable 
and in good spirits, the captain 
said. 

The little- sailing craft, 42 feet 
in jength, was built at Bergen, Nor- 
way, on the lines of Erickson’s 
tenth-century vessel, and was de- 
signed for exhibition at the Sesqui- 
centennial celebration in Phila- 
delphia. She is of 13 feet beam, is 
6 feet deep and is open-decked ex- 
cept for about 10 feet at each end 
housed for sleeping quarters. 

In this cockleshell Capt. Folgero 
and his men crossed the north At- 
lantic, following as closely as pos- 
sible the route taken by Erickson. 

From Bergen, the course was to 
Iceland, thence to Greenland, Labra- 
der and Newfoundland. St. Johns, 
Newfoundland, was reached in 60 
days. On August 3 the _ vessel 
reached Sandy Point, N. §., and six 
days ago Capt. Folgero put out from 
St. Johns, N. B., for Boston. 


BATHERS SENT T0 DIE: 
UNWARNED, IS CHARGE 


Lake Erie Victims Drowned 
in Consecutive Groups, 
Sheriff. Says. 


Buffalo, Nn. ¥.. Aus. 10: (CBy A. 
P.).—Charges that bathers went 
unwarned to their deaths in the 
water at Brant Beach, where a 
few minutes before others had been 
drowned in the treacherous under- 
tow last Sunday, were made by 
Sheriff Frank W. Tyler, of Erie 
county, today. 

The sheriff's investigation re- 
vealed that the eleven persons who 
lost their lives were members of 
three parties who went into the 
water at different times. Three of 
the first party were drowned and 
when the second party went to the 
beach and paid their entrance fee 
they were not told of the tragedy. 
Five of the second party were 
drowned. The third party did not 
learn that eight had drowned that 
afternoon until some of their 
friends met a similar fate, investi- 
gators said. 

In addition, the sheriff’s investi- 
gators reported that there were no 
life guards on duty, that danger- 
ous depression in the lake bottom 
was not marked by buoys this year 
and that there were no boats or 
other safety devices. 


Germany to Enforce 
Strict Airplane Law 


Berlin, Aug. 10 (By A. P.).— 
In conformity with a law passed 
last month, the government today 
issued stringent regulations regard- 
ing the construction, importation 
and use of flying machines in Ger- 
many. 

Airplanes must not be armored, 
have protection of any kind or ar- 
rangements for mounting machinery 
of war. It is forbidden to con- 
struct, import or use machines the 
movements of:which can be con- 
trolled from a central point. Spe- 
cial permission is necessary for the 
construction . or importation of 
planes. Military instruction of 
pilots is forbidden. Airplane fac- 
tories must be licensed and all avia- 
tion students must be registered, 
as well as all finished or unfinished 
machines.

NO FOREIGN CONTROL. 

The American delegation to the arms con- 
ference at Geneva has voted in the negative 
on the proposal that the limitation of arma- 
ments shall be placed under international 
control. The proposal was carried by a ma- 
jority of 8, with France leading the majority. 
Six nations voted adversely and six refrained 
from voting. 

International control of American defen- 
sive armament is inconceivable. The Ameri- 
can people will never consent to supervision 
by foreigners of the ways and means for de- 
fending the United States. The treaty limit- 
ing the number of capital ships was heartily 
approved by Americans, and they are ready 
to consider other limitations upon naval 
armaments, as well as reductions of land 
armaments; but they will not accept the juris- 
diction of any foreign or international au- 
thority in the matter. 

The proposal to establish international con- 
trol of arms limitation agreements is obviously 
made in the interest of the league of nations. 
That league, which is directed by four great 
powers, would be enormously strengthened if 
it were given power to limit the armaments 
of nations, by interpreting international 
agreements. The interpretation would always 
be in favor of the great powers controlling the 
league council, and a combination of these 
powers would be enabled in this fashion to 
disable nations against which their schemes 
might be directed. 

Whenever the United States enters into a 
treaty it retains the right to construe and 
interpret the treaty. It has never transferred 
to foreigners the authority to interpret its 
treaties. In voting to adhere to the world 
court, the Senate imposed conditions which 
will retain in the hands of the United States 
the right to interpret treaties and to debar 
the league council from obtaining ‘‘advisory 
opinions’’ from the court for the purpose of 
gaining control of the interpretation of 
treaties. 

If the nations composing the league should 
accept the action of the arms conference com- 
.mMittee, proposing that an international body 
Shall have control of arms limitation agree- 
.ments, there will be additional reason for 
Satisfaction in the knowledge that this action 
can not touch the United States through: the 
league court. The United States, even if it 
“Should adhere to the court protocol, can al- 


, Ways interpose its veto against submitting to 


the court any question in which this govern- 
ment claims an interest. Thus the league 
council, while it might gain control of arma- 
.ments outside of the United States, can never 
‘dictate to this country on that or any other 
subject. 

Moreover, it is highly probable that the 
United States will not adhere to the league 
.court at all, for any purpose. The great 
‘powers controlling the league are not pleased 
with the conditions imposed by the Senate, 
which help to safeguard the United States. 
"The sooner the great powers reject those con- 
‘ditions the better for all concerned.

There must be a feeling of chagrin among 
; the people of Texas over the fact that Gov. 
'“‘Ma” Ferguson has shown herself to be such a 
poor sport. In politics, as in any other game, 
the bad loser retires from the contest minus

When the re- 
turns indicated he was more than 100,000 
votes ahead of her, the governor announced 
she would not enter the run-off primary,

Up to that point ‘‘Ma”’ proved herself a good 
sport. Supsequent events, however, have 
transferred her to the ‘die-hard’ class of 
politicians. Not only will she carry the fight 
into the second primary, but before the State 
Democratic executive committee she challenged 
the right of Moody to run,.on the ground 
that he bas been disqualified through alleged 
irregularities in campaign contributions. 


Fraud in casting the vote likewise was charg-. 


ed. The State committee threw this challenge 
into the discard and certified the names of 
Gov, Ferguson and Attorney General Moody 
as those entitled to a place on the run-off 


| primary.

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THE NEW RAILROAD LABOR BOARD, 


The new railroad labor board created by the 
Watson-Parker law for the adjustment of dis- 
Dutes between common carriers and employes 
will soon have its first test. The board is 
holding hearings in New York city on the ap- 
plication of the railroad conductors and train- 
men for an increase of $1 a day in wages. 
The railroads are opposed to the application. 

The new railroad board takes the place of 
the old board created by the transportation, act 
of 1920. The old board had power to make 
awards, but no power to enforce them. The 
new board has no power to make awards, but 
is, as its name implies, a board of mediation. 
Its power and authority are limited to an ef- 
fort to compose the differences. between the 
carriers and the employes. The board consists 
of five members with a salary of $12,000 each. 

If the board of mediation is unable to com- 
pose the differences, the matters in dispute may 
be referred to a board of arbitration of three, 
the railroads choosing one, the employes 
choosing one and those two choosing a third. 
Since arbitration can not be forced, it is pos- 
sible that arbitration may fail; in which case 
the President is authorized to select an emer- 
gency board if interruption of transportation is 
threatened. 

In case disputes are settled by arbitration, 
a decision of the arbitrators has the same 
force as a court decree, and both sides must 
abide by it. The public will await with deep 
interest this first trial of the new law.

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PROTECTION IN CANADA. 


The approaching election in Canada, on Sep- 
tember 14, is likely to turn upon the tariff 
issue. At all events that will be one of the 
large matters of dispute, along with tax re- 
duction and local problems. 

It is well known that the protection idea has 

been growing in the Dominion for many years, 
the conservative party upholding that doctrine. 
The British imperial preference tariff, which 
gives imports of many commodities from Great 
Britain a preference over similar imports from 
the United States or any other foreign country, 
has worked havoc in the textile, especially the 
woolen goods, industry of Canada. 
e According to 1926 reports, Canada has more 
than $3,250,000,000 invested in manufacturing 
industries, employing more than 500,000 per- 
sons, paying wages and salaries amounting to 
more than $571,000,000 annually. Canadian 
capitalists and Canadian manufacturers are 
very jealous of their enterprises, and demand 
of the government protection against the 
products of other countries, even jncluding 
Great Britain. 

Canadian farmers in the western provinces 
are strong for protection, and probably will 
support the conservative party. England’s 
turn to the protection program in what is 
called ‘‘key industries’’ has set an example 
for Canadians which they are likely to follow. 
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One reason why living costs us more than 
it cost old-timers is because we wouldn’t live 
their way. 
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DIVIDENDS AND INTEREST. 

An index of the earning power of American 
industries and public corporations, such as 
railroads and street railways, is seen in the 
total amount of dividends on stocks and inter- 
est on bonds and other securities. Financial 
reports indicate that during this month divi- 
dends and interest amounting to more than 
$234,635,000 will be distributed among hold- 
ers of investments. Of this amount, about 
$47,950,000 will be from ‘industries, about 
$33,500,000 from railroads, about $5,685,000 
from street railways and the remainder from 
miscellaneous sources. 

The success of American industrial corpor- 
ations is reflected in the total dividends paid 
to stockholders during the last three fiscal 
years:, In 1924 there was paid more than 
$384,270,000: in 1925 more than $398,975,- 
000; in 1926 more than $402,975,000. 

Dividends from railroad stocks for the same 
three years were: In 1924 more than $272,- 
004,000; in 1925 more than $287,660,000; 
in 1926 more than $294,185,000. 

These are hard times—for pessimists.

PULLMAN SURCHARGE TAXES. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission hag 
made public a report holding that the rates 
charged the traveling public for Pullman car 
service are reasonable and just. 
cision was reached after a thorough inquiry by 
commission examiners following a’ complafmt 
lodged by commercial travelers and other or- 
ganizations against increases made in 1920. 
Those charged with the responsibility of mak- 
ring the investigation appear to make out a 
good ‘case for the company, and the indica- 
tions are that reductions will not be required, 

It is not the Pullman charge in and of itself, 
however, that has been the chief cause of com- 
plaint among the traveling public. One ex- 
pects to pay a reasonable bonus for the 
superior accommodations provided in chair and 
Pullman cars., As a wartime measure Con- 
gress permitted the levying of a surcharge 


upon all persons using such vehicles. This 


This de-— 


was a tax upon luxury, and was imposed with 
a view to keeping the demands upon the rail- 
roads for passenger traffic at a minimum. The 
tax was 50 per cent of the Pullman charge, and 
the revenue went to the carriers, the Pullman 
company acting merely as a collecting agent. 
The total thus collected annually and turned 
into the treasuries of the railroads as an 
actual gift amounts to many millions of 
dollars. 

The reasons assigned for this surcharge no 
longer exist, and the privilege of collecting it 
should be withdrawn. Twice the Senate has 
passed a bill to repeal this surcharge, but it 
has failed in the House. The railroads no 
longer can sustain their plea of poverty and 
poor return. Recent reports show that the 
big lines are earning more than the sum guar- 
anteed them under the transportation act. 
Class 1 roads operate more Pullmans and col- 
lect more of this surcharge than all other roads 
combined. Having once enjoyed this bonus 
they oppose its withdrawal, but there would 
seem to be neither justice nor reason in per- 
mitting them longer to levy this tribute upon 
the public. Repeal the surcharge tax, and 
those who use Pullman and chair cars will 
have little cause to complain of the rates im- 
posed. The surcharge is a war tax and war 
taxes can not now be justified. 
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Some men sing only in the bathtub, and 
that explains why so many seem to need vrac- 
tice. 
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CHURCH COOPERATION. 

From Ohio comes a story of cooperation 
and coordination worthy of notice. Seven- 
teen Protestant church denominations in that 
State have formed a federation for the pur- 
pose of providing adequate church equipment 
and the ministering of a resident pastor for 
evéry inhabitant. Governed by an assembly 
made up of delegates from each denomina- 
tion, the federation is financed in part by de- 
nominational appropriations, but chiefly by 
individual contributions, and, according to-»re- 
ports, its work is progressing in a highly 
satisfactory manner. 

In Ohio, as in other States having a large 
village population, the problem of the over- 
churched community has been hard to meet. 
Villages of 500 to 1,000 individuals have 
frequently been trying to support four or five 
churches of different denominations, all of 
them barely struggling along on inadequate 
finances. Frequently religious edifices have 
had to be abandoned for lack of funds, till 
today there are in Ohio alone 1,100 empty, 
deserted churches with neither pastor nor 
congregation. 

All this the federation is attempting to cor- 
rect. Its principles of comity declare that 
every community of over 6500 individuals 
should have a resident, full time, well-paid 
pastor, and that in communities of less than 
1,000 individuals, one well-equipped Protes- 
tant church should be considered sufficient to 
meet the demand. Where overchurched con- 
ditions exist, it is recommended that the 
churches merge, or if that is impossible, that 
a federated church be established. In the fed- 
erated church denominational affiliations are 
maintained by the individual, but worship is 
carried on in a group. Doing away with 
underchurching and overchurching, and sup- 
plying spiritual guidance to every individual 
can not help but be beneficial to the entire 
community.

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‘FACTS ABOUT COTTON. 


At the annual meeting of the New Orleans 
Cotton Exchange the secretary of that organ- 
ization reported that while foreign countries. 
notably Great Britain, are experimenting with 
the production of cotton in their tropical 
possessions, thus far the United Statés has not 
felt compétition from those quarters, although 
it may. 

This is a very significant statement, coming 
from the secretary of the New Orleans Cotton 
Exchange. From that official it is learned that 
79 foreign countries are investigating the pro- 
duction of cotton with a view of supplying their 
own needs. 

Furthermore, it is significant that last year 
Great Britain and Germany bought much less 
cotton from the United States than in 1924, al- 
though purchases by Japan and China made 
up the loss in sales._to Great Britain and 
Germany. ; 

The total value of the American cotton crop 
last year is estimated at $1,796,804,000. The 


- world consumption of cotton was about 15,675,- 


000 bales, and that of the United States about 
7,035,000 bales. 

The South is feeling the benefits of its own 
cotton mills, since consumption of cotton in the 
South is steadily increasing. With a possible 
reduction in exports of cotton the establish- 
ment of cotton mills consuming large quantities 
of domestic cotton may be a means of saving 
the cotton-growing industry. The time may 
not be far distant when the cotton growers of 
the South will ask for an import duty on 
foreign cotton.

DETROIT IS AN EXAMPLE 
OF MISREPRESENTATION 


Baltimore Also Cited in Re- 
fusal of Congress to Reap- 


The city voter has a greater griev- 
-ance against Congress for its failure 


to pass a new law, as required by 
the Gonstitution, reapportioning the 
country for equal representation at 
- Washington, than any other class of 
American citizen. Census figures 
disclose that the present basis of 
representation in Congress based on 
the 1910 census instead of that 
taken in 1920, deprives the voters 
of the 12 chief cities of at least 19 
members in the House of Represent- 
atives. 

These cities—New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Detroit, Cleveland, St. 
Louis, Boston, Baltimore, Los An- 
geles, . Pittsburgh, San Francisco, 
and Buffalo—are at present repre- 
sented in the House by 58 mem- 
bers. That representation was de- 
cided on in 1911, a year after the 
1910 census was taken. At that time 
the population of those cities was 
13,137.432. The 58 representatives 
from those communities represent, 
in theory, 211.877 inhabitants each. 

In 1920. however, the population 
of those 12 cities had increased to 
16.369.301. During the decade, a 
calculation shows, the rate of in- 
crease in big city population was 
24 per cent. Throvghout the rest of 
the United States. including the 
rural sections, the towns, villages, 
small cities and cities up to 500,000

was less than 15 per cent. In other 
words, the 12 big cities grew half 
as fast again as the rest of the 
‘country, including the 260 smaller 
communities of 39.000 to 500,000 
inhabitants each.

This arrangement may have 
been all right in 1910 but it dis- 
criminates against the Baltimore 
voter at the present time. On the 
basis of one representative to ev- 
ery 211.877 inhabitants, Baltimore 
is entitled today to three repre- 
sentatives, wholly from within her 
boundary lines, in the lower 
house. She would then have left 
/over nearly 100,000 inhabitants to 
‘combine with about 112,000 other 
nearby véters of Maryland to elect 
a fourth representative.

States, including the other cities. 


More Populous Than Florida. 


Even on the basis of one vote to} 
every 242,000 inhabitants, the pres- |

It is used in the manufac- 
ture of dyes and disinfectants, he 
said, and the name has been 
changed by the trade to ‘‘metha- 
nel’’ in an attempt to prevent its 
use as a beverage. 

The alcohol, Doran said, had been 
purchased in New York State, the 
investigation indicated, after it had 
been shipped into the country prob- 
ably from Germany for commercial] 
purposes.

Suzanne Lenglen, foremost 
woman tennis player of the 
world, who recently created a 
sensation by turning profes- 
sional, tells, in the following 
interview with Thomas T. Top- 
ping, of the Paris burcau of the 
Associated Press, of her feel- 
ings in abandoning her ama- 
teur status and of her pleasure 
in starting her professional 
career with appearances in the 
United States, 


OURVILLE; France, Aug. 10 
(By the Associated Press) .— 
“The nightmare is over!”’ 
Thus did the temperamental Suz- 
anne Lenglen, enthusiastie over her 
prospective visit to the United 
States, greet a correspondent for 
the Associated Press who had come 
to this little seaside resort near 
Dieppe, where the amateur woman 
tennis champion of the world turn- 
ed professional. 

Freed from the always present 
thought of having to defend her 
title, Suzanne appeared five years 
younger, carefree and happy. 
“Some seem to believe I am tied 
up hands. and feet by becoming a 
professional,’’ she said. “To me 
it is an escape from bondage and 
slavery. No dhe can order me about 
any longer to play tournaments for 
the benefit of club owners, I got 
great fun out of tennis for a few 
years after the war, but lately it 
had become too exacting.”’ 

Believe me, I will 
show them some fireworks in the 
United States,’’ Suzanne exclaimed, 
“with nothing to lose and nothing 
to gain.

Chances for a District air port in. 


the Kingman lake section of Ana- 
eostia or in the Northeast section of 
the city are extremely doubtful, it 


developed vesterday following a 
conference of Maj. Ernest L. Jones 
and Allen M. Smythe, representing 
the District chapter of the National 
Aeronautic association, with Maj. U. 
S. Grant 3d, executive officer of the 
National Capital park and planning 
commission. 

The chapter's representatives 
learned from Maj. Grant that in 
view of progress of the Anacostia 
park development in the vicinity of 
Kingman lake and the need of park 
and playground facilities in the 
Northeast section it is unlikely that 
a site for a District air port could be 
considered in these localities. 

Additional alternative sites were 
tentatively discussed, however, and 
hope for an air port is not dimin- 
ished and work for an air port is to 
be continued. Among these are one 
in the vicinity of Benning race 
track in Anacostia south of the 
river and another which can be 
made possible by the filling in the 
Potomac area downstream from the 
railroad bridge and between Gravel- 
ly point and Hunters point. 


Location of Benning Sitc. 


When faced with the fact that the 
retention of the lower section of 
Kingman lake as a part of the Ana- 
costia park project would impair 
the possibility of the territory sur- 
rounding it from becoming the site 
for a municipal air port representa- 
tives of the District chapter of the 
Aeronautic society arranged a con- 
ference with Maj. Grant yesterday. 

The Benning site, first proposed 
by the chapter is bounded on the 
west by Anacostia river; east, by 
Twenty-first street northeast, and 
north by Benning road, and the 
present plan calls for filling in part 
or all of the lake in order to make 
a four-way field. 

- The chapter’s airport committee 
last week petitioned the National 
Capital park and planning commis- 
sion through Maj. Grant to allocate 
the foregoing or another available 
site for the District airport, and the 


request was to have been consid- 
ered at the commission’s meeting 
August 21, but permanent improve- 
ment of Anacostia in the section of 
the lake was started by the United 
States Engineer’s office. 


Kingman Lake Situation. 


Kingman lake is situated above 
and below Benning road; and two 
islands are located in each division. 
If retention of the lake below the 
road is provided for, the purchase 
of property west of the present gov- 
ernment boundary probably would 
be required in order cto extend the 
sanding field to a point of ade- 
qQuacy and safety. 

If the whole or a part of Lake 
Kingman west of the two islands in 
the lower section is filled in, it is 
believed that an ideal field would 
be the result and its location there 
would enable immediate transporta- 
tion to the center of the city by 
way of East Capitol street or Ben- 
ning road, when these sections are 
fully developed, it is thought. 

Reservation of the next site se- 
lected will be requested of the park 
and planning commission.

They have fought fire en- 
tirely with chemicals, for running 
water has just been installed in the 
homes of the community. They re- 
cently reached Capitol Heights, 2 
miles away, just 5 minutes after 
the siren in that community had 
begun to blow. 

The association recently pur 
chased a $4,500 pumper, an excel- 
lent piece of apparatus. This 
piece, together with a chemical 
hose and ladder truck, designed and 
made by the firemen when the asso- 
ciation was organized in 1915, com 
prises the equipment. Now that 
water has been installed, the asso- 
ciation will equip the pumper with 
water hose, which will be in acdi- 
tion to the chemical apparatus end 
ladders already on it. 


New Alarm System Coming. 


The association will soon install 
an up-to-date fire-alarm system, 
such as cities have. 

The Seat Pleasant organization, 
which was formed as a result of a 
disastrous fire, is supported by yol- 
untary contributions.
